ADMINISTRATIVE LAW JUDGE’S RULING ORDERING PARTIES  
TO MEET AND CONFER AND RESETTING FILING DATES 

 
1. Parties Ordered to Meet and Confer 

This application raises issues important to both the City of San Diego and 

the Rail Crossings Engineering Section, yet in nearly six months time the parties 

have not been able to successfully arrange a meeting.  In a ruling dated  

October 23, 2001, I set a prehearing conference date and stated that “[p]rior to the 

prehearing conference, the parties are directed to meet and confer regarding 

opportunities for resolving the identified issues, and the possibility of using 

factual or legal stipulations to narrow the disputed issues.”  In another ruling 

dated January 30, 2002, I modified the procedural schedule in response to a 

request from the City of San Diego stating that such a modification would “allow 

the parties additional time to meet and confer regarding the issues in this 

proceeding.”  Despite these two rulings, the parties’ status reports filed on  

March 15 and 18, 2002, indicated that such a meeting had not yet taken place. 
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The parties are directed to meet and substantively confer no later than  

15 days from the date of this ruling and to work cooperatively toward resolving 

as many issues as possible in a mutually acceptable manner. 

2. Filing Dates for Briefs on Preliminary Issues 
On March 18, 2002, the Rail Crossings Engineering Section requested that 

the dates for filing briefs on preliminary issues be continued for two weeks.  On 

March 26, 2002, the City of San Diego filed a response stating that it did not 

object to such a continuance. 

Therefore the filing dates for the briefs on preliminary issues shall be as 

follows:
